Power administration, which also 
would lease the transmission lines. 


Southwestern, a federal agency, 


then would supply the three rural 
distributing co-ops which make up 
AECC 
with 
enough 
power 
to 


meet their customers' needs. 


Construction of the entire proj 


ect would be financed by a loan 
from the rural electrification ad- 
ministration. 


The alignment of commissioners 


in yesterday's vote was the same 
as when the PSC originally ap- 
proved the co-op proposal, 
with 


Chairman Scott Wood casling the 
dissenting vote. 


In a letter to the Arkansas Ga- 
tte in Little Rock, Senator Ful- 
jright said:

Main street bridge c o n n e cting 
Little Rock and North Little Hock 
at about 7:27 p. m. 


At 5:34 Joe Whitman had dived 


into the river, grabbed McLendon 
and swam back 
to 
shore with 


him. 


Officers, who called the jump an 


apparent 
suicide 
attempt, 
said 


McClendon was at first offered a 
long pole but that he made

attempt to grasp it.
